. "BAST INDIES.” 


{By aNcUnaLD HURD.] | 
‘. The dramatic act in real politics ia 
Erequently an act of folly, The Dutch 
people may find thas to by their experi- 


Fence a8 a.consequence of their Govern- 


ment’s decision te despatch a group of 
merchant «hips"to the Detch East Indies 
under escort of a man-ol-war. ‘The whole 
circumstances surrounding the project are 
so singular aa to merit examination. 

In the first place, we have Helland with 
Germany as bor neur neighbour on the 
oug hand, and Great Britain ag ber near 
neighbour on the other, the former being 
a military Power and’ the latter a naval 
Power; and far away are the East Indian 
colonies of Holland, from which she 
draws a‘ large revenue. Between the 
Netherlands and these’ colonies ‘lie the’ 
8 con led» Fleet,’ 
which iy maintaining a blockade of 
Germany, That blockade bears indireetly 
on Holland owing to geographical condi- 


'tions. ‘Without preliminary consultation 


with the Power which controls the seas, 
the Dutch Minister of Marine, M.. Ram- 
bounet, dramatically announced at o 
meeting of tho First Chamber at The 
Hague on April.1éth last that it had been 
deeidud td send a convey of Government 
passengers and "goods to the Netherlands 
East Indies, with a'man-of-war in attend. 
ance. Since it was in the knowledge of 
this Minister and his colleagues that 
Great Britain bas alwnys refuséd to 
acknowledge the right to convoy, tho 
procedure, to state, the’ cage mildly, was 
bot courteous. It. was’ significant” that 
'the policy adoptedwhs oppoadd even to 
the Dutch Ship Requisition Law. So, 
with the approval of the Dutch Govern- 
ment:--apparently ‘an, nfter-thought—that 
law Wag amended for ‘one’ purpose, and 
one purpose only—the regularisation of 
ithe scheme to which the Minister of, 
Marine had committed himself in the 
First Chamber. “Bot thatuwas. not all, 
The adventure raised other difficultics, as. 
M. Rambounet himself’ admitted in his 
specch of April 24th, when ho. said: 

,* Convoys ‘on "a large scale would ‘‘re- 
quire enormons quanitiés of coal, and the 
objection to sending ships to the East 
{Indies consistein the supply of coal, We 
have in ,these times experienced every- 
where that the refusal to supply bunker 
coal, prevents navigation. Ii‘we wish to 
send convoys, we should, by sending a 
collier “with the éonvoy—and that the 
Government intend to do-have a try to 
tranship coal.on the way at sea, and 
endeavour to reach *the colonies without 
calling at a coaling port. But this.can, 
[in the present eircimstances, only’ be 
done on avlimited’ scale on account of the 
quantities of coal , required, - For thia 


th} reason the Government propose to limit. 
ook E to Government personnel who have to 


. relieved, and to Government - goods 
which have to be déspatched ‘to the 
Government of the’ Netherlands East 
Indies, This imposes such “w demand 
upon our stock of coal, and therefore on 
the coal of our-industries, that 11 is the 
limit for. the present.” " 

GUNOKING THE BRITISH BLUCKADE. , 

In’ these circumstances, the preparation 

of the little fleet proceeded to the ignor- 


ing of the Power enforcing the naval: 
blockade and to the. ignoring of the cconv- 


mie conditions to which. Holland, largely 
owing to the sale of goods to Germany, 
bas been reduced. By the end of May the 
preliminaries had been settled, although 
in ‘tho meantime the British Foreign 
Otiee had sent word to The Hague that 


the British ‘ will exercise the belligerent, 


rights of visit und search ‘of. merchant 
vessels’ should “the Netherlands «Govern- 
ment carry out their proposal.” We, 
who have fought for.our.sea rights, could 


FT not do less than make. that declaration, 


particularly ‘in view of the disregard 
shown to the blockade by the Minister ‘of 
Mariné in'making his original statement 
of intention. Within a little over: a 
month of that announcement, from 
Foreign Office in’ London the. Department 
of Marine issued an official communtyue, 
in ‘the course of which. it was remarked 
that “it is obvious that the convoy cam- 
mandant would not’ tolerate any, cxami- 
nation of the convoyed ships.””
